One.' evening In 1776 during the 
occupation by American forces of 
Montreal, some :;^d|Hii|camc face 
to face with a'^ialu^ . of King 
George the Third. So annoyed were 
they by this pudgy symbol of Brl 
tish Imperialism that they knocked 
off .the King's head and , threw It 
down a well. 

.It remained down the (veil for 30 
years; Ihcn It was found by a for 
mcr sheriff of Montreal. Eventually 
It came Into possession of David 
Ross McCord, founder of the Me 
Cord Museum and a noted collector 
of Canadiana. It Is now one of the 
.ln}cres)lRg exhibits being displayed 
ln^)he gallery of the- Redpath Lib- 
rary. 

A novel feature pt \his exhibi 
tidn reflecting Canada's past lies 
in the fact that it has been organlz 
cd to show Canada as a Theatre of 
History. Act one has as Its prologue 
the country as the early explorers 
found It, a barren land Inhabited by 
widely dispersed, Iribcj^df Indians. 
Act one' porlraysfTl^ictticment of 
the land; models of Hoclielaga and 
the crude equipment used by the 
early settlers. One of the Interesting 
exhibits ot that period Is an Indian 
war club, ornamented with a scalp; 
another çls a tomahawk thought to 
beVtiie|o'njy relic of the massacre of 
th'^|liihabttants of Lacblnc by the 
Iroquoi]rÏÏn''l649. 

War and tinrest are the keynotes 
of Act two until our background 
changes from a few settlements Into 
a vast country waiting for explora- 
tion , aiid .development re- 
sources., tn thi^t'jare;'relics of the 
days .of Wolfêiîlmdiîportraita^-rf 



leading fighting men of the period. 
Act three shows the Integration of 
these settlements vnder Confeder- 
ation. A display of documents on 
the-sticcess.of the railway, among 
other 'articles, provides atihosphere 
of the days of gas-lamp and canal 
strikes. 

The history connected with the 
brace^^pii^Lij^t'hat. are shown 
abov^fsUm'^'Surlng' the' 'sei'ge of 
Quebec. In 1769 Major General 
James Wolfe presented a brace of 
matched flintlock pistols to C.-ip 
tain Samuel Holland. Years later 
when Holland's son was tragically 
killed in a duel, it was this pair of 
pistols that- was Used . ' 

A lock 'of red hair sentimentally 
kept for 190 years In a locket may 
bring up the question as to how it 
got there. .It Is' known that the lock 
of hair was in the possession of the 
Smyth family, but how Harvey 
Smyth, Wolfe's aide-de-camp got 
the opportunity; to cut it remains a 
mystery unsolved.. ; 

During^ the summer " before the 
BattlejioU^e^ Plains - of r Abraham]' 
Wolfe^waSfSSiet with probie1ns*M 
to how he would attack Quebec. 
He recorded his anxieties in a jour- 
nal which is consldiTr'cd^jia^'.be one 
of the most valuabl'ev'manuscrlpts 
iri Canada. Wolfe's- Journal , has 
been loaned for 'exhtbltlôn|i^ral 
times by the McCord MuseSjm^Thc 
original is in the present exhibition 
at Redpath Library. 

A Quebec landmark, tbc St. Louis 
gates go far back in Canadian his^ 
tory.' In 1694 they were ^one . of 
the gates which the French' built 
to pierce the fortification walls of 
Quebec. Ninety-seven years later 
they were rebuilt by the British. 
In 1871 the gates were completely 
demolished. At that time the^.were 
replaced - by the : present 'archway 
with Norman Spires and castellated 
turrets.: A fine.niodel of the orig- 
inal/gates is included 'in thé' ex-
